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Parking meters could be'nail in coffin' 


BUSINESS owners in Lyme Regis have 
slammed proposals to introduce on-street pay 
and display controls in the town centre. 

Under the scheme - already rolled out in towns such as 
Dorchester and Swanage - motorists would be forced to 
buy a ticket to park in bays currently offering one hour’s 
free parking. 

The changes, proposed by Dorset County Council, 
would affect much of Broad Street, Pound Street and out¬ 
side the county library in Silver Street - the town’s busi¬ 
ness and retail heart. 

Dorset County Council (DCC), which is rolling out 
similar plans throughout the county, state that ticket 
prices will be set relative to off-street parking so that ve-

hides are discouraged from parking on the street. 

DCC claims the scheme will encourage a greater 
turnover of vehicles for customers of local shops, while 
enhancing pedestrian safety and traffic flow and reducing 
pollution. 

The plan for parking meters in the main town centre 
have been on the cards for a long time but were only re¬ 
vealed publicly at last week’s meeting of the town coun¬ 
cil’s Planning and Highways Committee, which was 
attended by Police Commissioner Martyn Underhill and 
Matthew Piles, the traffic group manager for Dorset 
County Council (see page 7 for full report). 

Mr Piles reported that on-street parking was being con¬ 
sidered for towns across West Dorset, including Lyme 
Regis, with pay meters proposed for Broad Street, Pound 
Street and outside the library on Silver Street. 

It is thought the scheme could help alleviate traffic con¬ 
gestion created by illegal parking on double yellow lines, 
and drivers parking in the town centre for more than an 
hour. 

Mr Piles explained that parking wardens would not 
have to continuously visit cars throughout the hour they 
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are currently allowed to park for, and could instead in¬ 
stantly give out fines if cars were parked for longer than 
their paid-for time. 

He said: “There’s a number of reasons why we want to 
deploy this. We have seen it work well and it does help 
traffic congestion.” 

Councillor Terry O’Grady asked who the scheme would 
benefit. 

Mr Piles replied: “No one, I’m not allowed to make 
money from the scheme. Any surplus money would go 
back into traffic management.” 

However, committee chairman Councillor Anita 
Williams, questioned whether any of that money would 
be put back into Lyme Regis. 

She added: “We get enforcement officers two days a 
week and it’s just not enough. You can put in on-street 
parking and, yes, most people would pay for a ticket and 
not stay past their allotted time, but unless you get more 
enforcement it will never solve the problem.” 

A “consultation” with traders in Bridport is currently 
taking place and it is expeted that a similar exercise will 
be carried out in Lyme Regis in the near future. 

The View from Lyme Regis has spoken to a number of 
town centre traders this week, many of whom knew any¬ 
thing about the proposal to install parking meters in 
Broad Street and Pound Street. 

One trader, who did not wish to be named, said: “This 
could be the nail in the coffin for a number of small busi¬ 
nesses who rely on people popping into town and parking 
free for a few minutes to buy essential items.” 
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The plan is likely to be discussed as a matter or urgency 
at the September meeting of the recently formed Lyme 
Regis Business Group. Chairman Tony Colston is cur¬ 
rently on holiday, but vice-chairman Colin Willis told the 
View from: “From my point of view I think it could pre¬ 
vent people coming into town and stopping for a few 
minutes. Free parking somewhere in the mian shopping 
area is a bonus to any town and I think it should stay that 
way. 

“Being able to park for a few minutes in the main street 
in crucially important to the trading community, espe¬ 
cially in the winter months, and the introduction of park¬ 
ing metres could have a severe detrimental affect on 
trade.” 

Mr Willis, stressing that he was talking as an invidual 
and not on behalf of the group, said there could also be 
an issue with enforcing the new parking arrangements as 
the parking wardens visited the town so infrequently. 

He added: “We will certainly be seeking the views of 
our members at our September meeting and passing these 
on to the relevant authority.” 

Florist Teresa Fowler, from House of Flowers on Broad 
Street, said: “I would like to see 15 minutes of free park¬ 
ing to keep it turning over. Some people just want to pop 
to a couple of shops or the bank, perhaps, and do not want 
to pay for an hour, which can result in parking anywhere 
for quickness. I think the first 15 minutes should be free 
in car parks too. 

“I'm not disagreeing with road-side meters, as long as

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Town council finds no objection 
to Woodberry Down proposals 


TOWN councillors have raised no objections to 
plans for 46 new houses at Woodberry Down, 
Lyme Regis. 

The Bloor Group development went before the 
town council’s Planning & Highways Commit¬ 
tee last week, where a number of concerns were 
raised but an overall decision of no objection was 
submitted to West Dorset District Council. 

Some members raised concerns that the devel¬ 
opment would increase traffic on Colway Lane, 
but the committee eventually agreed that a new 
junction providing access to the Woodberry 
Down site would actually slow cars down on 
what can be a “rat run”. 

Councillor Ann Bradbury also asked how 
much of the development would be affordable 
housing. She was told there would be 35 per cent 
affordable housing, including 11 rented proper¬ 
ties and five shared ownership properties. 

Councillors were particularly concerned about 
drainage and how water on the site would be 
dealt with.

A representative from the Bloor Group ex¬ 
plained that rain water would be stored in tanks 
and slowly released into streams running down 
Colway Lane, meaning the water level would be 
no higher than it is currently. 

He added that they would not be using soak- 
aways, which the town council has a policy 
against, and that they were following Environ¬ 
ment Agency guidelines. 

However, councillors were still concerned that 
the tanks would not be able to cope in severe 
weather conditions. 

“What if the if the tank overflows?” asked 
Councillor Michaela Ellis. 

“I have no objection to it, my only concern is 
the water. I think we should raise it as a con- 


The chairman, Councillor Anita Williams, was 
concerned that in heavy rain excess water would 
run down Colway Lane and create further flood¬ 
ing at Windsor Terrace and Jericho. 

Councillors agreed they had no objections to 
the plans on condition that site water was dealt 
with properly and water levels in the streams 
were kept the same. 

The Woodberry Down development has been 
the most popular discussion topic on Lyme 
Regis-related Facebook pages over the past 
week. Many local residents have called for a 
higher percentage of affordable housing to be in¬ 
cluded in the plans, prompting a new page 
named “Provide affordable housing for the 
LOCAL people of Lyme Regis” to be created.

Plans for landfill at driving range 


LYME Regis Golf Club has 
submitted plans for landfill 
with inert waste on its driv¬ 
ing range at Charmouth 
Road. 

A planning application for 
the landfill, which will fa¬ 
cilitate improvements to the 
driving range, is being dealt 
with by Dorset County 
Council rather than the 
usual planning authority, 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

The landfill will be a 
maximum depth of 2.75 
metres in the centre of the 
site, and the application 
says it will provide a “much 
needed landfill site for the 
deposit of inert waste from 
local construction, demoli¬ 
tion and ground work proj¬ 
ects in an area of Dorset 
where there is a lack of 
such authorised sites”. 


It added: “The nearest 
landfill sites are a consider¬ 
able distance away, incur¬ 
ring substantial costs, both 
financial and environmen¬ 
tal, in trucking inert waste 
to these site from the west¬ 
ern part of Dorset.” 

On completion of the 
landfill operation, the site 
will be restored for contin¬ 
ued use as a driving range 
and practice area. A re¬ 
duced driving range will 
operate throughout in an 
area of the site which the 
landfill will not affect. 

Two access points will be 
created for the landfill op¬ 
eration. Access to the north¬ 
ern part of the site will be 
from the existing access on 
the A3052 and a temporary 
new access point will be 
created nine metres south 
of the existing entrance. 


The application was con¬ 
sidered by Lyme Regis 
Town Council last week, 
with a decision of no objec¬ 
tion being submitted to 
Dorset County Council. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis 
pointed out that the appli¬ 
cant, John Hansford, had 
done a lot of work for the 
council in recent years so 
she did not think it appro¬ 
priate that they comment. 

However, Planning & 
Highways chairman, Coun¬ 


cillor Anita Williams, said 
she did not think the council 
had a pecuniary interest in 
the matter but it was up to 
individual members to de¬ 
cide if they wanted to com¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
said: “I don’t have any ob¬ 
jection because, if you have 
been here long enough, you 
will remember that when 
the Charmouth bypass was 
built a whole load of stuff 
was dumped at the other 


end of that site.” 

Councillor Terry O’Grady 
asked that the council re¬ 
quest that no heavy vehicles 
using the landfill site travel 
through the town centre.

Founding member of local 
croquet club dies, aged 97 


OBITUARY 

WILLIAM'BILL'SIMPSON 


FORMER Uplyme resident William Simpson, known to all 
his friends as Bill, died on July 28th at the grand age of 97. 

He was a man of many talents who had an exceptionally 
varied and interesting life. He was also a leading collector 
and authority in the UK on teddy bears. 

Born in London on December 13th 1915 during World 
War I, Bill loved visiting his grandfather in Fordingbridge 
where he played his first game of croquet on a garden lawn. 
Also at an early age he was given a teddy bear named Ru¬ 
pert, although it would not be until retirement that he would 
start his collection. 

Later, he studied French at the London School of Eco¬ 
nomics and then joined Midland Bank, now HSBC. He rose 
rapidly, eventually becoming head of the department deal¬ 
ing with foreign capital. 

Bill’s career was interrupted by World War II, during 
which his talents as an engineer and fluent French speaker 
were put to good use. His chief assignment was to help en¬ 
gineers of the Free French Air Force understand the engines 
of Halifax and Lancaster bombers. He was also responsible 
for translating military documents and his services were of¬ 
ficially recognised by the French government, which 
awarded him a bronze medal. 

After the war, he kept in contact with his French col¬ 
leagues and often visited across the Channel. 

Throughout his life, Bill had strongly developed hobbies. 
One of the first was motor racing, in which he excelled and 
even won first prize at Silverstone on one occasion. After 
retirement, when he and wife Margaret lived in Verwood, 
Dorset, he started new hobbies. One was to teach himself 
the church organ and help out at the local church, and the 
other was to collect teddy bears. 

Hs final collection totalled almost 300, all with detailed 
histories at his fingertips. Bill created many photos and ar¬ 
ticles about bears, and published a book titled “Me and My 
Teddy Bears”. The collection was eventually donated to 



Milestones Museum, near Basingstoke, where it remains 
on display. 

When he and Margaret moved to a smaller house in Up¬ 
lyme, Bill unexpectedly found himself starting up a croquet 
club in order to increase public use of the King George V 
Playing Field. With no money, no members and no equip¬ 
ment, he nevertheless set up the Lym Valley Croquet Club 
in 1987, which thrived under his leadership. In 2012 the 
club celebrated its 25th birthday with Bill still there as Pres¬ 
ident and able to give a typically amusing speech. His 
knowledge of the game and its rules was legendary. 

After the death of his beloved wife Margaret, Bill finally 
lived at Fairfield House retirement home in Lyme Regis. 
He was a popular resident and was particularly befriended 
by Libor and Katherina, a Czech couple who worked there. 
Bill was delighted to be asked to be godfather to the cou¬ 
ple’s first child, Sophia. 

Sadly, in 2013 Bill became increasingly frail and did not 
make it to the century many had predeicted for him. All 
who knew Bill recognised him as a man of great intelli¬ 
gence and many talents, but with a certain reserve and not 
the slightest arrogance about his many achievements. 

Nevertheless, he had a dry sense of humour and there was 
often a twinkle in his eye.

Skipper speaks out on lifeboat rescue 


THE skipper of the speedboat that sank off Charmouth 
last Sunday, throwing the four aboard into the sea, has 
spoken about the moment he and his friends were res¬ 
cued. 

Dan Strawbridge, 22, a farm worker from Colyton, said 
:”We had been fishing and the engine was ticking over. 
We changed direction and two big waves hit us. Suddenly 
we were all in the water and the boat was sinking. 

“I thought I would try and swim ashore while my three 
friends stayed together. But the lifeboat arrived very 


quickly. 

“We were in the water for only 10 minutes, but that was 
long enough. The lifeboat picked me up first then my 
friends. 

“I couldn’t fault the lifeboat crew. They were brilliant. 
We were just cold and wet and very grateful” 

Mr. Strawbridge, a member of Axminster Young Farm¬ 
ers Club, added: “I am now thinking about how we can 
raise a good donation for the RNLI charity.” 
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Police commissioner hopes 
to solve town's traffic issues 


Objections to five-house 
proposal at Somers Road 


DORSET’S Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, met with town councillors to discuss the increasing 
traffic congestion and other highways issues in Lyme Regis. 

The meeting of the town council’s Planning & Highways 
Committee was also attended by Matthew Piles, Dorset 
County Council’s traffic group manager, who suggested 
paid-for, on-street parking in the town centre (see front page) 
and electronic car park signs as possible ways of alleviating 
traffic congestion. 

He said the signs would tell drivers where car parks were 
and how many spaces were available, as well as encouraging 
them to use the town’s park and rides. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis argued: “It’s all right saying 
these spaces are available in the park and rides but they are 
only open six weeks of the year. Can West Dorset District 
Council or Dorset County Council help us? Someone needs 
to help us, we can’t do it ourselves.” 

Mr Piles said that the county council did run some park and 
rides but these would now be suffering from budget cuts. 

Councillor Ellis said: “The town council needs to talk to 
the football club, as they have done so well out of opening 
the pitch for car parking this year, maybe they will help us 
in future years.” 

The number of heavy good vehicles travelling through the 
town centre and the regular congestion in Church Street were 
also discussed as some of the main problems. 

Mr Underhill said he had heard of the problems with large 
vehicles and was keen to stop lorries coming through Lyme 
when not necessary. 

Town, district and county councillor Daryl Turner said he 
had taken photos of signage at Charmouth roundabout and it 
was “perfectly clear” that vehicles over a certain weight were 
not permitted to travel through the town unless delivering, 
adding: “It’s a case of enforcement”. 

Councillor Jill Newton said width restrictions should also 
be introduced, as Church Street was only 12-feet wide at its 
narrowest point. 

Mr Piles said the problem of delivery vehicles was shared 
across Dorset. 

“They are getting bigger and bigger and most of the roads 
in Dorset towns are not built for it,” he added. 

Councillor O’Grady said he had heard that parking fines 
given to delivery lorry drivers during non-delivery times 
were being rescinded. He suggested creating a permanent de¬ 


livery bay, possibly outside Tesco, to ease the problem. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said this area was originally for 
deliveries but more and more cars had started parking outside 
Tesco. 

He added: “If a car is parked there during the delivery time, 
what are the delivery lorry drivers supposed to do? They 
come back later. 

“When we had an enforcement officer in town all the time, 
the traffic flow was at least acceptable, not perfect. There 
should be one here every day in the summer.” 

Speaking about congestion in Church Street, Councillor 
Lovell continued: “I don’t see a solution until you restrict 
traffic in one direction. It will be controversial and I know 
you will have to look at other things to do it but you won’t 
solve the snarl-up until there are restrictions in Church Street 
and Bridge Street.” 

Concern for pedestrian safety 

Councillor Clipson reported that the town council had re¬ 
quested yellow hatching to replace the often-ignored “Keep 
Clear” markings on Church Street but had been told this was 
not a possibility. Councillor Turner explained that hatching 
was only available for junctions. 

Councillor O’Grady said he was concerned for pedestrian 
safety, not just regarding lorries but also buses on the narrow 
roads. 

“I’m not sure what we can do about it,” he added. 

He was also concerned about pedestrian congestion at the 
bus stop at the top of Broad Street and requested it be moved 
to its original position further up the road where there was 
more space. 

Councillor Williams asked what the chances of getting a 
full traffic survey on Lyme Regis carried out were. 

Mr Piles replied: “If I’m going to be blunt, they’re low. It 
would not be done it summer, it would be April or October. 
It would give you numbers of vehicles - why do you need 
that? You don’t need a bypass.” 

Mr Underhill agreed, adding: “I don’t care how many cars 
come through Lyme Regis, I understand that. I do want to 
know how many lorries come through Lyme because that can 
be sorted at Charmouth roundabout.” 

Mt Underhill and Mr Piles said they would go away and 
consider the issues that the town council had raised and 
would meet again. 


LYME Regis residents have spoken out against a develop¬ 
ment for five houses on land adjacent to Somers Road, say¬ 
ing they will live like "goldfish in a bowl" if it goes ahead. 

Outline permission for the development was granted in 
2010 and a new application giving full details of the pro¬ 
posal has now been submitted. 

Neighbouring residents spoke out against the develop¬ 
ment at last week's town council Planning & Highways 
Committee meeting, complaining that the new plans 
showed much larger houses than expected. 

Clappentail Lane resident Charles Barber, whose property 
is below the development site, said: "At the outline plan¬ 
ning application meeting, no detail was put forward. It was 
decided purely on the size of the land. This is a plan to put 
five maximum size houses that are all the same design on 
tiny plots of land. 

"Privacy is a big part of why we live there. I live just below 
the planned development. The closest house will be 20 
metres from my house, sited five metres higher and stands 
at 7.3 metres tall. This presents an overwhelming looming 
presence from my front door. 

"It will affect the light and environment. I'm worried 
about the psychological effects on myself. I think it will be 
quite depressing. We will live like rats in a laboratory or 
goldfish in a bowl. Nothing we do in our gardens will be 
private. 

"Why are the houses so high? I think this is lazy design, 
they have made no effort to fit in with the local environ¬ 
ment and neighbouring houses. 

"The effect on my property will be horrific." 

Somers Road resident Gary Willis said that the outline 
planning application "deliberately misled the situation"and 
the new, detailed plans were "of a completely different na¬ 
ture". 

He added that the proposed houses were identical, de¬ 
scribing the design as "unimaginative" and "overdevelop¬ 
ment of the west side of Lyme Regis". 

Mr Willis continued:"To put something like that in one of 
the most visible areas of town - it will be a blot. 

"The repeat design is cheap and nasty. It's not relevant or 
appropriate for for this area in Lyme or anywhere in Lyme. 

"The outline planning application was a lie. It looks like 
there's no problem but, now they have done the detail, 
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they have shown the reality." 

He encouraged the council to object, raising further con¬ 
cerns about land stability and drainage. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis agreed the proposed houses 
were out of keeping with the area, pointing out that they 
were three-storey when no other houses on Somers Road 
were. 

She added: "The density of the plots is too high. If they 
were two-up two-downs they would be small on the plots, 
but these are taking up the whole plots." 

It was agreed to recommend refusal of the plans to West 
Dorset District Council on the grounds of the size scale and 
design of the houses; that they would be too dense in re¬ 
lation to the plot sizes and were bigger than appeared on 
the outline plan; they would be grossly out of keeping with 
neighbouring properties because of the generic design; 
plus there were land stability and drainage issues. 

The council also recommended that planning officers 
carry out a site visit.

Mrs McKenny highlighted two benefits 
reforms pushed through by the coalition 
government which have hit some people 
with a double whammy of having to pay an 
under-occupancy penalty and facing re¬ 
duced help with council tax bills. 

Often referred to as the “bedroom tax”, the 
under-occupancy penalty penalises residents 
in social housing with unoccupied rooms in 
their houses, forcing them to cough up and 
extra £20 a week or move to smaller prem¬ 
ises. 

Mrs McKenny said: “With the under-oc¬ 
cupancy penalty there is an element of peo¬ 
ple who can move or swap but there are 
some who do not want to for a variety of 
reasons. 

“Moving might mean leaving behind a 
support network - parents, family or friends 
who help with childcare, advice and other 
day-to-day matters. 

“Or moving just down the road could 
mean being in a new catchment area for 
their school meaning they have to pay for 
transport or change schools, which is disrup¬ 
tive for the children.” 

The penalty coincides with reforms to 
council tax relief brought in on April 1st 
which saw people on benefits paying some 
of their council tax bill themselves - often 
for the first time. 

Mrs McKenny claims some residents are 
having to find an extra £20 plus a week on 
a budget that has changed little from the pre¬ 
vious year.

She said: “We are finding roughly a third 
of residents appear to be managing with the 
increase - but you have to ask how are they 
managing? How has it affected their private 
lives? How are they affording food? 

“Then there is a third who were struggling 
before the changes - their situation has be¬ 
come worse. 

“The final third are those who were not 
struggling before but who are now.” 

Mrs McKenny believes that more than 
400 residents across the county are affected. 

In order to keep rent coming in - and to 
prevent residents from sinking further into 
financial trouble - Mrs McKenny already 
has two Money Matters staff going door to 
door to help residents cope with the 
changes. 

Helping them in their task has been volun¬ 
teer and Magna resident Lyn Coombe, of¬ 
fering advice and knowledge from a wealth 
of experience managing rent and budgets, 

Mrs McKenny said: “Lyn is a big help and 
works very well as an advisor. She has been 
involved a long time and understands the 
need to pay rent. 

“She understands from the coal face the is¬ 
sues people are dealing with.” 

Mrs McKenny continued: “If tenants are 
struggling, if they talk to us we can provide 
support. But if they don’t talk to us we can’t 
help. 

“I would encourage people struggling to 
pay rent to talk to us so we can point them 
in the right direction.” 

Mrs McKenny also recognised there was 
more at stake than the plight of individuals. 

She said: “If fewer people can pay rent we 
have less income which means it could pos¬ 
sibly affect services in five or so years 
time.”

Belmont House's restoration 
fund receives £50,000 boost 

BUT MORE FUNDS NEEDEDTO RESTORE FORMER HOME OF AUTHOR JOHN FOWLES 


THE fundraising appeal to save Belmont in 
Lyme Regis, former home of writer John 
Fowles and Coade Stone inventor Eleanor 
Coade, has received a huge boost with a dona¬ 
tion of £500,000. 

As a result, The Landmark Trust now hopes 
to start restoration work this Autumn but must 
first find the outstanding funds. 

The recent donation, from a grant making 
trust, has given the building preservation char¬ 
ity hope that they may be able to start work this 
year but urgently need to find the remaining 
£508,000 if they are to achieve this. 

If restoration work is not started in October it 
may have to be delayed for another whole year 
as there are only a few months each year when 
the roof can be taken off so that there is minimal 
disturbance to the bats that have taken up resi¬ 
dence in the house. 

Anna Keay, Director of the Landmark Trust 
said: “This grant is a tremendous boost to our 
appeal and I thank everyone who has helped us 
already raise £1.3 million. 

“We dearly want to start work this Autumn to 
ensure the fragile fabric of the building does not 
have to endure another winter but still need to 
raise a significant amount of money. Please help 
us to make this happen and bring this important 
part of Lyme Regis’ heritage back to life.” 

Belmont was the seaside villa of Eleanor 
Coade, the remarkable eighteenth-century in¬ 
ventor of Coade stone, a material which still 
survives today in many of the UK’s most sig¬ 
nificant 18th-century buildings and landscapes. 

Belmont was also the home of John Fowles 
was one of the most influential British novelists 
of the 20th century. His books continue to be 
widely read today, including the highly cele¬ 


brated ‘The French Lieutenant’s Woman’ which 
was completed at Belmont and made into an ac¬ 
claimed film. 

Currently standing empty, decaying and at 
risk Belmont urgently needs the remaining 
funds to enable its restoration. The Grade II* 
house is a fine, early example of a maritime 
villa, a new building type that sprang up in the 
second half of the 18th century with the rising 
popularity of seaside holidays. 

Today the fabric of the building is deteriorat¬ 
ing, the parapet is sagging, there are rotten wall 
plates and lintels, the stone skin is coming away 
and water is trapped behind impermeable ce¬ 
ment render. The urgency of the appeal was 
highlighted in March 2013 when a chimney and 
some of the Coade stone urns had to be re¬ 
moved due to their declining state. 

Caroline Stanford, the Landmark Trust’s His¬ 
torian said, “Mrs Coade is a fascinating, unsung 
figure and John Fowles a defining author of our 
time. Their lives have become entwined at Bel¬ 
mont.” 

Since acquiring the house in 2007, Landmark 
has commissioned extensive research by a team 
of experts including archaeology, paint analysis, 
structural analysis and documentary research to 
establish the history, development and current 
state of the building in order to devise the plans 
for its restoration. All planning and listed build¬ 
ing consents are already in place and restoration 
work can begin as soon as all the funds are se¬ 
cured. 

Once restored, the building will be given a se¬ 
cure future as self-catering holiday accommo¬ 
dation for eight people, with income from 
holidays supporting its ongoing maintenance. 

Belmont will also be available to the UEA 



Creative Writing School for MA students to use 
for two intensive weeks every year, living and 
writing together as part of their programme. 
John Fowles was very keen that Belmont 
should be used by writers and enjoyed as a 
place of inspiration and education. 

Those staying in the building will be able to 
enjoy Fowles’ former writing room on the first 
floor, with its views over The Cobb, where he 
wrote several of his best known works. 

The charity will open a museum room in the 
former stables to tell the story of Mrs Coade, 
John Fowles and Belmont’s other past inhabi¬ 
tants and there will be regular open days when 
the whole site will be open. 

The Landmark Trust has more than 40 years 
experience of conserving and restoring build¬ 
ings like Belmont. Each of the 195 historic 
buildings in its portfolio has been restored and 
made available for holidays, which provides in¬ 
come for the properties’ ongoing maintenance.

Town makes plans for D-Day anniversary 


PLANS are taking shape for the D-Day 70th anniversary 
commemorations in Lyme Regis. 

A public meeting was held in the town recently to share 
ideas on how the event could be marked in June 2014. 

Facilitated by Lyme Regis Town Council and supported 
by Lyme Regis Museum and the Lyme Regis branch of the 
Royal British Legion, a series of events is being planned 
to honour seven decades since the Normandy landings. 

American soldiers were based in Lyme Regis as they pre¬ 
pared for the invasion on June 6th 1944 and local men 
were also involved in the battle for Normandy. 

Initial ideas that came from the meeting at the Wood- 
mead Halls included collecting memories from those who 
lived in the town in 1944 and collating them in a book. 
Project organisers are also keen to involve people who now 
live in Lyme Regis but remember the lead-up to D-Day in 
other parts of the country. 

There were suggestions to get local shops and businesses 
involved by having special window displays, and for local 
cafes and restaurants to serve 1940s dishes. 

Ideas for special events included a 1940s dance and a 
commemorative ceremony at St Michael’s Parish Church 
at 6am - the time of the first Normandy assault. 

There was a suggestion to investigate which local build¬ 
ings had been used for the preparations and perhaps hold 
events in them. 

Lyme Regis Museum is researching all the local men 


who died in battle and intends to produce maps and a dis¬ 
play covering all Lyme’s casualties. 

Museum curator David Tucker said he was very keen on 
putting the emphasis on the local lads who fought, but 
were not necessarily based in Lyme Regis in the weeks 
leading up to the attacks. 

It is hoped local schools will be heavily involved and St 
Michael’s Primary School has already started thinking 
about how the children could contribute and leam about 
the era. 

One local resident remembered how the American GIs 
used to wash their jeeps in the river and it was hoped this 
could be re-created. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin said: “It was a very 
positive meeting with lots of interesting ideas raised. 

“We are keen to get as many local people as possible in¬ 
volved in the commemorations to make this a real town 
event. 

“We hope a community group will emerge over the com¬ 
ing months to take these ideas forward, with the intention 
of holding a second public meeting before the end of the 
year.”

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The importance of exercise as you get older 


PHYSICAL activity and exercise can help you stay 
healthy, energetic and independent as you get older. 
Adults aged 65 and over spend on average 10 hours 
or more each day sitting or lying down. This makes 
them the most sedentary age group. They're paying 
a high price for their inactivity, with higher rates of 
falls, obesity, heart disease and early death com¬ 
pared with the general population. As you get older, 
it's even more important that you remain active if 
you want to stay healthy and maintain your inde¬ 
pendence. If you don't stay active, all the things 
you've always enjoyed doing and taken for granted 
start to become that little bit harder. You may strug¬ 
gle to pursue simple pleasures, such as playing with 
the grandchildren, walking to the shops, leisure ac¬ 
tivities and meeting up with friends. You might start 
to get aches and pains that you never had before, and 
have less energy to go out. You may also be more vul¬ 
nerable to falling. This can all lead to being less able 
to look after yourself and do the things you enjoy. 

Strong evidence 

There’s strong scientific evidence that people who 
are active have a lower risk of heart disease, stroke, 
type 2 diabetes, some cancers, depression and de¬ 
mentia. 

What doesn’t count? 

Daily chores such as shopping, cooking or house¬ 
work don’t count towards your 150 minutes because 
the effort isn't hard enough to increase your heart 
rate. 

If you want to stay pain-free, reduce your risk of 
mental illness, and be able to go out and stay inde¬ 
pendent well into old age, you need to keep moving. 
It's that simple. There are lots of ways you can get ac¬ 




tive, and it's not just about exercising. Most people 
as they get older want to keep in touch with society - 
their community, friends and neighbours - and 
being active is a way to ensure that they can keep 
doing that. 

What is physical activity? 

Physical activity is anything that gets your body 
moving. It can include anything from walking to 
recreational sport. 

The first thing to bear in mind as you get older is to 
keep moving. On a basic level, that means making 
sure you don't spend hours on end sitting down dur¬ 
ing the day. This means avoiding long periods of TV 
viewing, computer use, driving, and sitting to read, 
talk or listen to music. While some activity is better 
than none at all, to get the maximum health benefit, 
you should aim to do at least 150 minutes (2 hours 
and 30 minutes) of moderate-intensity aerobic activ¬ 
ity every week. Aim to do something every day, 
preferably in bouts of 10 minutes of activity or more. 
The more you do, the greater the health gains. One 
way of achieving your weekly physical activity target 
is to do 30 minutes on at least five days a week. 

On at least two days a week, activities should in¬ 
clude those that strengthen muscles and bones, such 
as weight training, carrying heavy loads and heavy 
gardening. 

Examples of moderate-intensity aerobic activities 
include: 
walking fast 
doing water aerobics 

riding a bike on level ground or with few hills 
playing doubles tennis 
pushing a lawn mower

ONE of the most feared defenders in mod¬ 
ern-day football will be the guest speaker 
at a sporting dinner being organised by 
Lyme Regis Football Club. 

Former West Ham United and Liverpool full-back 
Julian Dicks will be appearing at the function to be held 
at the Woodmead Halls on Friday, September 6th. 

Dicks was nicknamed "The Terminator" because of his 
ferocious tackling and competive nature during a 14- 
year professional career cut short by injury. 

Born in Bristol, Dicks started his football career with 
Birmingham City for whom he made 89 appearances 
between 1985 and 1988. 

He was transferred to West Ham United for a fee of 
£300,000 in 1988 in and went on to play 159 games for 
the Hammers and scored 29 goals, captaining the side 
at the age of 23, before Graeme Souness took him to 
Liverpool in 1993. 

The move to Anfield was not a successful one for Dicks 
(although he was the last player to score in front of the 
standing kop end) and he returned to Upton Park a year 
later, staying at the club until 1999, having made a fur¬ 
ther 103 appearance and scoring another 21 goals, 
many of them penalties. 

Dicks played for England Under 21s and the England 
B team but never got a full international cap. 

After retiring from first class football Dicks tried his 
hand at managing with WivenhoeTown and Grays Ath¬ 
letic and also became a professional golfer but had to 
give this up because of a knee injury.
